REPORT OF THE LIBRARY COMMISSION 


During 1980, the Warren Public Library continued to attempt 
to meet the needs of the people of Warren for library service. 


Additions to the collection included 238 books given to the 
library, many of which were from Kinny and John Connell. 240 
books were purchased with local and state grant funds, and new 
items were added to the toy and record collections. The library 
now has almost 4,000 books, over 120 children’s records and toys, 
10 magazine subscriptions, and miscellaneous materials such as 
maps, pamphlets, foreign language cassettes, and large print books 
for the vision impaired. The resources of the Midstate Regional 
Library and the inter-library loan network were used extensively to 
fill borrowers’ requests. : 


Books are selected to meet reader demand for both recreational 
reading and reference materials in all areas from school report 
topics to reliable current information on such subjects as careers, 
colleges, arts and crafts, cooking, home maintenance, health care, 
travel, sports, gardening and livestock raising. New book prices 
continue to climb to an average of $15.00 for the kind of book 
needed for the library. An increase in the book budget is neces- 
sary to enable us to keep our collection up-to-date and useful. 


The quality of library service is greatly enhanced by the vo- 
lunteers who staff the library several hours each week and assist 
with clerical duties. The Friends of the Library also provide 
valuable support in a variety of ways, including their fund raising 
Book and Bake Sale, the 4th of July parade float and the Green 
Stamp drive. 

For the convenience of our many users, the Library Commission 
would like to have the library open one more day each week. The 
six additional hours, plus increases in the minimum wage and 
social security, account for the increase in the salary item in the 
budget. 

I would like to thank the other members of the Library 
Commission for their efforts in the behalf of the library and the 
voters of the town for their support.

AUDITOR’S REPORT 1981 


In accordance with 24VSA 1681, we have examined the 
accounts and records of the town and of the school district. We 
wish to express our gratitude to all town officers for their earnest 
efforts in preparation of the individual reports. 


While it is our belief that the financial information contained 
herein is a fair representation of the financial condition of the 
Town of Warren, we must disclaim an opinion as to the accuracy 
and consistency of the financial statements. 


Deficiencies and inconsistencies were found in many of the fi- 
nancial reports. While we have discovered no evidence of misuse 
or mishandling of public funds, the rapidly growing size of our town 
and of the budget makes the adoption of a consistent and uniform 
system of accounting imperative. 


During 1980 an independent audit of the town’s financial 
statements and records was performed for the Office of Revenue 
Sharing of the United States Treasury Department. The audit was 
performed by Douglas Hull, C.P.A., of Montelier. As a result of 
this audit the town was found to be in violation of Federal Reve- 
nue and Anti-Recession regulations. More importantly, significant 
deficiencies in the town’s methods of internal control and record 
keeping were noted with appropriate recommendations for correct- 
ing the deficiencies. 


The auditors endorse the recommendations contained in the 
audit report and make the following specific recommendations: 


1. That the Town of Warren adopt Article 7 of the Warning 
and adopt a uniform system of accounting.

2. That the Town of Warren appropriate monies from the 
“general fund” per 24VSA 1575 for the purpose of con- 
tracting with a certified public accountant to assist in the 
installation and maintenance of the uniform system of 
accounting. 


3. That the Town of Warren “warn” and adopt, at the next 
regular or special town meeting, the following article per 
24VSA 1690: 

“To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to employ a Certified Public Accountant to aid 
in the work of the Auditors.” 


and that funds, per 24VSA 1691, be appropriated for this 
purpose. 


4. That the Town of Warren adopt the recommendations of 
the Revenue Sharing Audit Report of September 18, 1980, 
regarding compliance with Federal Revenue Sharing and 
Anti-Recession Regulations. 


5. That the Town of Warren form an “investment committee” 
comprised of one Selectman, the Treasurer and one towns- 
person, knowledgeable in investment practices, to maximize 
interest from excess cash. 


Since 1960 the Grand List of the Town of Warren has grown 
from $6,146.80 to $434,278.87 in 1980 (see chart). This dramatic 
increase brings with it a natural and equally dramatic increase in 
the complexity of bookkeeping and financial reporting responsibi- 
lities. 

[t is our feeling that the costs associated with the adoption of 
“our recommendations will be considerably less than the added 
costs to correct deficiencies caused by poor financial records.

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There have been several changes in the Warren School and its 
program during this past year, but none so noticeable as that of 
our new building modifications. “More space” was the cry last 
year and we now have that space. Through the busy summer 
months into the fall, the school was filled with the sounds, sights 
and smells of sawing and hammering as new classrooms took 
shape and old ones were remodified. Presently the classrooms are 
spacious and filled with the sounds and activities of learning. 
Warren is a first class school and the community can be proud of tt. 


With the exception of one staff member, all faculty returned to 
Warren to teach approximately the same grade level combinations 
of the past year. Nancy Phillips was granted a one year’s leave of 
absence, thus Edna Graham has rejoined the Warren faculty to fill 
this position. Elizabeth von Trapp and Tina Tourin returned as 
classroom aides, respective of last year’s positions, while Douglas 
Kievat-Kyler joined us as a new aide in Edna Graham’s class. Jane 
Whitworth also returned with her enthusiasm to tackle the many 
faceted job of Secretary/Librarian. 


Our special subjects were finally completed this year with the 
hiring of our part-time integrated art teacher, Louise Cadweil. For 
two days a week, she works with the students creating masterpieces 
of art. The sounds of music are heard two days a week when Eliza- 
beth von Trapp sheds her aide’s role for that of our classroom music 
teacher and Sandra Cathey returns as our instrumental music 
teacher. The gym resounds two days a week with classes as they 
develop their physical skills under the supervision of Leigh Clark. 


Donna Petterssen returned this year to assume the position of 
Cook/Hot Lunch Agent. Working part-time with her to produce 
the delicious and nutritious family style meals is Sally Mehegan. 
Lester Cameron continues to meet the “unexpected” as our 
Building Maintenance Supervisor, and has part-time help when 
Mildred Corliss arrives to do daily cleaning. Jonathan Parke was 
unable to continue as our East Warren bus driver, so we now have 
David Gagne at the wheel, with Kathleen Story continuing as the 
bus driver for the village and west. 


Several changes are also noticed in the Superintendent’s 
office, the most significant being that Gail Michael, the Elementary 
Administrator, left to assume a position at UVM and her position 
has been absorbed by a redefining and expansion of the principal's 
role within each school. Kay Hood, the Special Education 
Coordinator also resigned and Zelda Zeleski was hired for this 
position. Liz Huss has filled the Consulting Teacher vacancy for 
Warren, while Judy St. John became our Speech Pathologist. 
Lynne Kingsbury has continued as the Consulting Teacher Aide 
and Elaine Taboskey also continues to supply us with her health 
services as a part-time school nurse. 


Continued interest and support of the Washington West 
Resource Center is seen in the staff participation on various 
committees. Teachers have served on the Gifted and Talented 
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Grant Writing Committee, the Primary Unit Committee, Children’s 
Film Committee, and the Incentive Grant Committee, while Roni 
Norton and Sue Drekter continue their roles on the Policy Board. 
Teachers use the Resource Center as a place to take courses, write 
grants, develop curriculum and obtain materials and advice for 
their classrooms. 


Along with the strong academic program in each classroom, 
the Warren School has participated outside school in several 
programs offered through local business. The Sugarbush Sports 
Center has given the children free lessons in swimming and tennis 
in the fall and spring, while the Sugarbush Ski Area, the Sugarbush 
Inn, and Ole’s Ski Touring have given free Alpine skiing, cross- 
country skiing and ice skating. The Sugarbush Soaring Association 
and many parents have offered a variety of opportunities for chil- 
dren to explore, during an activities program once a week. It is 
wonderful to have such support from throughout our community. 


Roni Norton received an incentive grant for establishing a 
wind monitoring station at the school. Her children have been 
very active learning about wind and weather through a variety of 
activities and projects. Their goal is to determine whether wind 
energy is a feasible alternative energy source for the Warren 
School. Nancy Phillips took her annual class trip for three days in 
June, viewing museums and historic places in Vermont and New 
York states, with the 5th and 6th grades. The P.T.O. continued its 
annual sponsorship of a children’s Halloween night and a Thanks- 
giving turkey raffle. The whole school participated in a major pro- 
duction of peace and freedom which was directed and written by 

Elizabeth von Trapp and Tina Tourin. 


Thus we have highlighted some of the changes and events that 
have happened during the past year at the Warren Elementary 
School. The Board of Directors, the Administration, the Faculty 
and students extend their sincere appreciation for the great 
support from families and the community.

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VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report to the Citizens of Warren 


The established mission of the State Health Department is to 
protect and promote the health of all Vermonters. In working 
towards this goal, the Vermont Department of Health has pro- 
vided directly, or assured the provision of, preventive health ser- 
vices to communities across the state. During 1980, the following 
services were received by the residents of Warren: 


123 elementary school children were examined by a dental 
hygienist and received personal oral nygiene instruction twice 
during the school year. 


The Dental Program monitored the fluoridation equipment of 
the Warren Elementary School and Harwood Union High 
School. 


27 persons received services thrugh the Maternal and Child 
Health Program. 


3 comprehensive health assessments including preventive 
health guidance were provided at Well Child Conferences. 


48 persons received nutrition education and food supplements 
through the Special Supplemental Food Program for Women, 
Infants, and Children (WIC). 


5 children underwent medical evaluation and treatment 
through the Early Periodic Screening, Diagnosis, and Treat- 
ment Program (EPSDT). 


Through the Handicapped Children Program, diagnosis and 
treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, cardiac, and other 
conditions were provided to 3 children. 


19 immunizations were given in Health Department clinics 


8 persons received screening for early detection of lung 
disease through the Barre, Rutland, or other Health Department 
chest clinics. 


The following services were provided by the Health Department 
Laboratory in Burlington: 


13 blood tests to identify women needing immunization 
against german measles (rubella) to prevent birth defects, 


50 other diagnostic blood tests, 
53 bacteriological and viral cultures, 


155 tests of individual and municipal water systems to monitor 
drinking water quality. 


Statewide, 259 emergency medical technicians were trained, 
286 were recertified and 305 received advanced training; 195,507 
doses of vaccine were supplied to private physicians, school 
nurses, and other health providers; 17 hospitals and 46 nursing 
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homes were inspected and licensed; 3,804 restaurants wei in- 
spected; 3,655 venereal disease office visits and/or treatments 
were paid for and i,063 contacts were traced; materials to test 
14,2770 persons foe tuberculosis was distributed to private physicians, 
public clinics, and schools; 105 x-ray machines were inspected; 
treatment for 22,000 children was approved and paid for in total or 
in part by the Tooth Fairy and Denticaid programs; and, in con- 
junction with Planned Parenthood of Vermont, Inc., 15,705 per- 
sons received contraceptive counselling and service. 


Technical assistance was provided through the office of Local 
Health Services to your Town Health Officer, Lorne D. Whitworth. 


Your Town Clerk, Mrs. Reta K. Goss, received support and 
instruction in the handling of vital records from the Division of 
Public Health Statistics.

CENTRAL VERMONT REGIONAL PLANNING COMMISSION 
1980 Report to the Town of Warren 


The Central Vermont Regional Planning Commission exists 
to serve its member towns. On an individual town basis, we pro- 
vide training and professional assistance to local officials and inter- 
ested citizens, primarily in the area of land use planning, growth 
management and funding for community facilities and special 
projects. 


Working through a Steering Committee of local selectmen 
and planning commissions, the Central Vermont Regional Planning 
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Commission is continuing the Mad River Valley Growth Manage- 
ment Program for a second year. This program is funded by the 
Farmers Home Administration, the towns of Fayston, Waitsfield 
and Warren, and private contributions solicited by the Valley 
Area Association. During the first year of the study, extensive 
data was collected and analyzed, public forums were held and a 
questionnaire completed. The towns were presented with an 
Interim Report summarizing this information and a set of growth 
projections. Utilizing the information gathered in the first year, in 
1981 the focus of the study will be to assist the towns in coordi- 
nating and revising town plans and zoning ordinances, planning for 
municipal services, and reviewing the Sugarbush expansion plan. 


Specifically, through the Valley Study the Town of Warren 
has been assisted in major development reviews under Act 250 and 
the preparation of the new town plan. In 1981, the town will be 
assisted in zoning amendments, development of open space and 
agricultural land preservation techniques, and planning for munici- 
pal services. 


In addition to the assistance to Warren and the other Valley 
towns, the CVPRC addresses other issues of regional importance 
transcending town boundaries. This past year, the Commission 
reviewed two proposed shopping malls in Berlin for their economic 
and traffic implications. These studies have yielded information of 
continuing value. 


Each member appoints a representative to the Commission. 
These Commissioners direct the staff, setting priorities and review- 
ing progress. In the coming year, CVPRC will maintain its empha- 
sis on local technical assistance. Regional efforts will include the 
continuation of the Mad River Valiey Study, preparation of a 
Regional Capital Investment Plan, and revision of the Regional 


Land Use Plan and Policy Statement. [ts focus will include energy 
and agricultural issues. 


The Regional Commission exists to serve the needs of its 
member towns. We encourage your involvement and suggestions. 
To help coordinate with the Valley towns, we have installed a 
Valley phone line (496-4393) in our office and set up office hours 
in the Valley at the Waitsfield Town Hall on Tuesdays. Beth 
Humstone has been appointed Study Director for the second year.

During the past year the townspeople of Warren and other 


Valley towns enjoyed an unprecedented opportunity to participate 
in planning activities due to the concurrence of our important 
planning initiatives: 


1. 


The Mad River Valley Growth Impact Study, combining 
federal funds obtained through the Central Vermont Regional 
Planning Commission with local fuds to study the effect of 
growth and development on the Valley. Landplan, Incor- 
porated completed the initial informational stage of the study, 
and implementation is being coordinated among the towns by 
Beth Humstone. She is assisted by a steering committee 
composed of a Selectman and Planning Commissioner from 
each town and a representative from the Valley Area Assoc. 


“Mad River Valley Perspectives” a three-part seried of public 
forums addressing the land, the economy, and the people. The 
series was coordinated by Nancy Graff and made possible by a 
grant from the Vermont Council on the Humanities and Public 
[ssues. 


. The presentation by Sno-Engineering Incorporated of a 20-year 
development plan for Sugarbush Valley Corporation to the 
U.S. Forest Service, represented locally by Paul Nergaard, ina 
series of public meetings and hearings. 


. The preparation of a Town Plan for Warren, directed for the 


Planning Commission by Bill Maclay. Townspeople are urged 
to become familiar with the provisions of the Town Plan and 
respond in writing or in person at forthcoming hearings. 


The Commission also reviewed an application by Green 


Mountain Power to the USFS to construct a meteorological testing 
tower atop Lincoln Ridge, just outside the town border, as well as 
numerous applications to the Environmental Board, primarily by 
condominium projects.
